How  To  Lose  Money 

Recently  wfe  called  attention  to 
the  fallacy  of  legalizing  liquor  in 
order  to  raise  money.

Senator  Stennis  Supports 
Aid  For  Education  Bill 

Dear  Dr.  Goodrich: 

You  may  have  noticed  in  the  public 
press  that  your  Senator,  John  C.  Stennis, 
has  joined  with  several  of  his  colleagues 
to  sponsor  a  bill  granting  federal  funds 
to  the  states  for  school  construction 
purposes.  This  prnpftjml  ifi  ,  specifically— 
for  clcmentar>  and  secondary  public 
school  construction.  Several  other  bills 
have  also  been  introduced  in  Congress,  ^ 
and  the  Administration  is  reported  as 
being  in  process  of  preparing  recom¬ 
mendations  on  the  subject. 

We  can  expect  strong  pressure  from 
the  advocates  nf  nnrnrhial  eriiuntion- 

take  out  the  word  public.  Such  has  been 
the  story  for  some  years. 

As  Baptists  we  have  consistently  op¬ 
posed  suggestions  for  using  public 
money  to  build  private  or  religious  in¬ 
stitutions.  Perhaps  we  have  tended  to 
play  a  negative  role  m  the  matter,  but 
now  we  have  the  chance  to  be  positive. 
Hearings  are  already  under  way  in  the 
Senate  Labor  and  Public  Welfare  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Your  senator,  who  Is  a  member  of 
the  Appropriation*  and  the  Aimed  Ser¬ 


vices  Committees,  would  be  greatly  en¬ 
couraged  by  an  avalanche  of  mail  and 
telegrams  supporting  the  proposals  for 
aid  for  public  school  construction,  which 
he  is  sponsoring.  The  strengthening  of 
our  public  school  system  would  contri¬ 
bute  enormously  to  the  safeguarding  of 
our  free  way  of  life. 

A  positive  position  taken  in  the 
columns  of  The  Baptist  Record  could 
facilitate  these  expressions,  even  though 
the  Joint  Committee  on  Public  Affairs 
has  not  been  instructed  on  the  point.
